NAVWAR Properties 
Ann Dahlkamp informed that two information meetings have been set up to present conceptual 
designs and ideas for the proposed development of the properties currently occupied by SPAWAR.  
The meetings are scheduled on February 13th and February 19th, 4:00pm - 6:00pm, at Liberty 
Station.   

State Park Update 
John Anderson, CA State Parks, reported that statistics show an increase in crime in the area.  The 
goal is to bring in more staff to increase patrols during regular hours, and to contract out with an 
outside security company to patrol during state personnel off hours. 

Cindy Krimmel, CA State Parks, informed that weevils are killing some of the trees in the state park.  
The dead trees are being removed.  Work is being done to eradicate the pests using non-toxic 
methods. 

Old Town Safe & Clean 
Fred Grand informed that scheduling of the next OT Safe & Clean meeting is in the works.  Updates 
to follow as they become available. 

Presidio Park Update 
Tyler Renner gave the following updates: 

• An artist has been selected for the Presidio Park Public Art project. 
• Golf Course:  The current operator has been selected to maintain and make improvements.  Issues 

regarding the historical buildings are being addressed. 
• The ADA project at Presidio Park continues. 
• The Presidio Park Council has been disbanded; awaiting formal notification. 
• Traffic study:  The scope has been defined, funding sources are being explored. 

An inquiry was made regarding the status of the commemorative plaque for those buried in park 
property.  Mr. Renner will follow up on this request and provide information as it becomes available. 

City Council Update 
Tyler Renner distributed Councilmember Chris Ward’s newsletter.  Coffee with the Councilmember 
has been scheduled,details are included in the newsletter. Updates were provided on City Council 
activities, including a ComicCon museum in Balboa Park.  Funding for this museum came from 
diverted funds from the Plaza de Panama project.

Jahwad Al Baghdadi distributed The Davis Dispatch and gave updates on legislative activities.
